HATE FOR A LAWYER. 


EDWARD P. HILLIARD SHOT AND 
KILLED IN HIS OFFIOE,

Charles Hastings, a Milkman, Smarting 
Under What He Says Were Sharp Prac- 
tiees of the Attorney, Kedresses His 
Own Grievances=Makes No Attempt to 
Kecape, but Takes Satisfaction in the 
Deed=—Incensed When Constables Came 
for His Property=Buys a Revolver. 

Attorney Edward P. Hilliard was shot and 
almost instantly killed by Henry Charles 
Hastings in his office, Room 869 Rookery 
Building, at 2:40 o’ciock yesterday afternoon. 
Hastings fired only one shot. The murderer, 
who is a milk dealer, was arrested right after 
the shooting. He claims to have been a vic- 
tim of the lawyer's sharp practice in a real 
estate deal dating several years back. 

The murdered man was the son of Lorin P. 
Hilliard, one of Chicago’s oldest settlers. He 
leaves a widow and one child, a girl. 

At the time of the shooting there were in 
Mr. Hilliard’s office Col. Robert F. Miller and 
Miss Cora M. MoCormick, Mr. Hilliard’s 
stenographer. Hilliard was seated in front of 
his desk, and was talking to Col. Miller, who 
had called in reference toa land transaction. 
Hastings stepped into the office and walked to 
within five feet of where Mr. Hilliard was 
sitting, and said: Do I owe you anything! 

Tes; you owe me that note, replied the 
lawyer. 

Lou are a liar,” retorted Hastings, as he 
approached closer to the lawyer and drawing 
a revolver from his pocket fired one shot. 
The bullet entered Mr. Hilliard’s right cheek 
and severing thecarotid artery passed through 
the neck, burying itself in the flesh on 
the left side. The wounded man leaped to 
his feet with a cry of pain and ran through the 
office out to the elevator shaft. He rattled 
the door in his death grip and then suddenly 
turned back to the office, and as he neared the 
door, fell.

MGR. SATOLLI ON CATHOLIC SCHOOLS. 


He Extols Institutions in Rome Independ- 
ent of the State System. 

New York, Nov. 27.—In an article on the 
Catholic school system in the December num- 
ber of the North American Review, which 
will be published tomorrow, Mgr. Satolli 
makes his first contribution to American pe- 
riodical literature. He devotes his articie to 
a review of the foundation of Catholic schools 
in Rome by private funds, independent of the 
Italian school system, after the government 
had succeeded in eliminating Catholic influ- 
ence from the: educational institutions. He 
says: ' | 
In number the Catholic schools exceed the 
government and municipal schools combined. 
In regard to the qualifications of teachers, text 
books, programs; and the method of teaching the 
Catholic schools endeavor to adjust themselves 
as far as possible to the requirements of the 
State; and the Pontifical Commission pro- 
vided for the purposes of the other schools 
through normal colleges where Catholic men and 
women were prepared for their careers as teach- 
ers. Special text books, however, had to be 
written for the Catholic schools; but in com- 
piling the curriculums the endeavor was made 
to bring them as far as possible into harmony 
with those in use in the public schools, both as 
regards the division of classes and the courses of 


studies. 
In endeavoring to conform the Catholic pro- 


gram,” says Mer. Satolii, “with that of the 
government, the fact was not lost sight of that 
although the State muy theoretically and in the 
abstract be described as the representative of 
the people, it is practically and in concrete 
dominated by a party and favors the system of 
education which is advocated by the party in 
power rather than that which is best adapted to 


the needs of the people. ‘ 
In spite of the humiliation and opposition 
which Catholics are subjected the parents have 
not lost confidence in the Catholic schools and 
the resulis are satisfactory. Taking into account 
the contributions made for the purpose of Cath- 
olic education in Rome from all quarters the 
expenses for primary Catholic education in Rome 
would reach a total of at least one and a quarter 
million lire yearly.” ö 
Mgr. Satolli emphasizes the claim that the 
Catholic schools in Rome are more patriotic— 
more Italian in spirit and in methods—than 
the secular schools, since it has been their 
special aim to deviate as little as possible 
from the national traditions which so har- 
moniously combine faith and science. 


NO CONFERENCE HELD IN NEW YORK. 


C. T. Yerkes Denies There Was a Meeting 
of Street Railway Men. 

New Tonk, Nov. 27.—[Special.]—It was 
reported today that C. T. Yerkes, Marcellus 
Hopkins of the Alley L.,“ Mr. Gurley, at- 
torney for the Alley L“ and Metro- 
politan L,“ and Mr. R. Sommers-Hayes 
had held a conference here. Mr. 
Yerkes was seen tonight. He de- 
nied emphatically “that he and the 
gentlemen mentioned had ever met, though 
Mr. Gurley and Mr. Hopkins were in town. 
Mr. Yerkes further said that his only interest 
in the terminal loop was at the instigation of 
some friends of his interested in the securi- 
ties of the Alley L“ and Metropolitan se- 
curities. Mr. Yerkes said that the feeling 
between the companies was entirely harmo- 
nious, and that he knew of no possible cause 
for friction, but that the whole loop question 
depended upon the property-owners and the 
Ctiy Council. He said that there was vo

Hastings in the Crowd. 
The shooting created considerable excite- 
ment in the corridor, and persons from the 


standing in the crowd. Some one asked; 

„Where is the man who shot him?’ 

Whereupon Hastings replied: ** Here’s the 
man. He won’t go away.” 

Don't you know you will hang for this? 

“All right; maybe I will. He has been 
robbing me for ten years, and he won’t have 
a chance to do it to others. 

Special Officer Wilson of the Rookery Build- 
ing placed Hastings under arrest and took his 
revolver away. The prisoner was turned over 
to the police and locked up at the Harrison 
Street Station. Hastings is 37 years old. He 
has the appearance of a business man, has a 
florid complexion, and blonde hair and mus- 
tache. He lives at No. 321 Flournoy street 
with his wife and an 8-year-old girl. When 
seen at the station an hour after the shooting 
he was stiil laboring under excitement and 
told a disconnected story of the causes which 
led up tothe shooting. From his statement 
it appears that some eight years ago he 
bought a house and lot at No. 37 Park ave- 
nue. He invested $5,000 in cash. The

When the mortgage became 
due he borrowed $3,700 on the property from 
David Thresher, No. 526, Washington boule- 
vard, to take up the mortgage. This was 
three years ago, and from that time his 
troubles with Hilliard began. He claimed 
Thresher and Hilliard were leagued to de. 
fraud him. Thresher pressed him for the 
payment, and as he could not pay Hilliard 
advised him to deed the property to Thresher, 
which he did. After that, he claims, neither 
Thresher nor Hiiliard would give him any 
satisfaction. He never received any benefit 
of the property after Thresher got hold of it. 
He had invested all his money in 
the deal and some five weeks ago needed 
money to buy milk. He went to see Hilliard, 
who, he says, offered to lend him $100 if he 
would sign a receipt for it. Hastings said he 
signed a paper, but never got any money. 
The paper afteward turned out to be a note 
for $35. It appears Hilliard sued on this 
note and obtained a judgment. It was this 
transaction which led to the murder. 
Rays a Revolver. 

Hastings was out attending to his customers 
since 4 a. m. yesterday. When he returned 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon his wife in. 
formed hiin constables had been there and 
had taken one of his horses tosatisfy the judg- 
ment on Hilliard’s note. Hastings got on a 
car and started for the lawyer’s office. 
At Madieon and La Salle street he left the 
car and stepped into Heyman’s loan office in 
the Brevoort House. He knew the proprietor 
and told him he wanted to buy a _ revolver. 
He had bought one several years ago, which 
he said he had lost. He wanted anotner one 
for protection. Heyman sold him a revolver 
for $5. This was shortly after 2 o’clock and 
Hastings went direct to the lawyer’s office, 

„Well, he won't get a chance to fool any 
other people,“ Hastings said, when informed 
his victim had died. 

David Thresher, seen at his home, No. 526 
Washington boulevard, last night, said he 
now owns the property at No. 37 Park 
avenue. He has been suffermg for some time 
with spinal trouble and was unwilling to trust 
his memory for dates and exact amounts, but 
said the transactions were a matter of record 
and could be set forth clearly. Mr. Thrésher 
was much distressed over the shooting. He 
said: ‘ 

I have known Hastings for fourteen years 
and there isn’t a more reputable manin Chi- 
cago. Hehas always been a conacientious 
hard worker and I cannot account for his 
action today. Hilliard furnished Hastings 
money to meet his mortgage. Two or three 
years ago I bought the pruperty of Hastings 
and paid off the mortgage claim. I paid 
Hastings his equity in the property and Mr. 
Hilliard received what was due bim. I 
haven’t seen Hastinys fora long time until 
a few days ago. He was in excellent humor 
and said nothing about any trouble.” 

Mr. Thresher thought there :nust have been 
something temporarily wrong with Hastings’ 
mind. He has at the present time a cousin in 
the asylum at Kankakee, 

Hilliard’s remains were taken to Rolston’s 
morgue, No. 11 Adams street, where the 
Coroner will hold an inquest this morning.

He was caught beneath the mass 
of hot brick and burned and two ribs. were 
broken. Several of his companions hastened 
to his rescue and in a few minutes he 
was brought out, unconscious but alive. 

The pattern. shop is situated at the ex- 
treme north end of the Pullman works. 
There was a strong north wind, which for a 
time threatened wide destruction, but good 
work by the few firemen on the ground con- 
fined the flames to the main building. 

The Union foundry and carwheel works had 
a capacity for working 1,200 men and could 
use 250 tons melted iron daily. The brass 
finishings used in the car works were made 
there, that department alone employing 250 
skilled men and turning out $300,000 worth 
of work a year. 

Fire in the European hotel, No. 429 State 
street, at 10:30 last night, caused a panic 
among the guests, who rushed into the street, 
some of them scantily attired. The damage

STRIKING EMPLOYES BURN A FACTORY. 


Outbreak of Desperate Wageoarners in a 
Hoop and Stave Mill, 

Deriancs, O., Nov. 27.—[Special. |—A re- 
port has just reached this city that the Shel- 
ley hoop and stave factory at Holgate, twelve 
miles east of this city, is being burned by the 
employés who went on a strike today. 
This factory is the largest of its kind in 
Northwestern Ohio and employs a large force 
of men, who have been receiving but $1 per 
day for some time past. Twelve of the team- 
sters went out on a strike today and declured 
they would go to State prison before they 
would continue work at their present 
wages. Early this evening an attempt was

WARRANT FOR JAMES M. AUBREY, 


Arthur E. Green Charges Chief Justice 
Fuller“ Son-in-Law with Forgery, 

Justice Foster last, night issued e warrant 
for the arrest of James M. Aubrey, son - in- 
law of Chief Justice Fuller, on complaint of 
Arthur E. Green, No. 14 The Rookery, who 
swore to the following: 

That Nov. 23, 1804, . . . one James M. 
Aubrey did unlawfully forge the name of M. W. 
Fuller toa certain check on the Atlas National 
Bank for the sum of $50, and utter and pass the 
same with intent to cheat and defraud. 

Two men were with Mr. Green when the 
warrant was issued. They took the docu- 
ment with them. If it was served last night 
the police at Central, Harrison, and Twenty- 
second Street Stations had no knowledge of 
it. Friends of Aubrey said he was in Wash- 
ington. This is denied by the officers of the 
Atlas Bank, who declared he was still in 
Chicago. This, it is said, is not 
Aubrey’s first offense of the char- 
acter. For two months he bas 
been signing his father-in-law’s name to 
checks and getting personal friends to cash 
them. He also has drawn checks in his own 
name and secured cash on them. The former 
have been returned to the banks at which 
they were deposited marked “ forged,” the 
latter no funds.“ 

„ The Atlas National Bank has nothing to 
do with the case, said Cashier 8. W. Stone, 
„but Iam glad somebody has undertaken 
the job of prosecuting Aubrey. In the last 
two months he has forged six or eight checks 
on Chief Justice Fuller, ranging from $25 to 
$150, and he has secured $1,000 
by this means from bis friends. He 
makes no attempt to imitate his father- 
in-law’s signature. Somehow the matter has 
always been ‘squared’ and the bank has lost 
nothing. On the check which led to bis ar- 
rest he scratched out the date Chicago and 
wrote in Washington, D. C.’” 

Aubrey eloped with his wife five or six 
years ago. Their life, it is said, has been far

The Murphy Brothers, Whe Cozened the 
Banks, Made Prisoners at Laat. 

After a hunt lasting nearly ten weeks em- 
ployés of Pinkertoa’s National Detective 
Agency have arrested Fred Murphy, who, 
with his brother, C. F. Murphy, is wanted for 
swindling the First National Bank and other 
banks of this city out of sums aggregating 
$3,500.

In a good many precincts throughout the 
Eighth, Ninth, Twelfth, and Nineteenth 
Warda it somehow happened election day that 
more votes were counted for the Congres- 
sional candidates than the total number of 
votes cast, The Board of Election Commise-

Court Attorney Williams Calls Atten- 
tion of Grand Jurors to the Matter

Chetlain was appealed to, and he decided that 
if the State’s-Attorney did not present the 
charges against the North Side Senator he 
would direct the jury to tate up and investi- 
gate the matter independent of Mr. Kern. 

No one was surprised that the State’s-Attor- 
ney should object so vigorously to the indict- 
ment of O'Malley, as it has been generally 
known since election day that he was on the 
State’s-Attorney’s pay-roll until recently. 

The cases which the Marquette club’s attor- 
neys wished the grand jury to investigate 
were those in which the Senator is acc of 
shooting Voralos, the Greek waiter, and 
Shepard, the hackman, election night. The 
case in which O’ Malley was accused of shoot- 
ing Varalos came up in Justice Hamburgher’s 
court at 11 o’clock yesterday morning on 8 
continuance from last week. As in the 
former instance, Varalos did not appear 
to prosecute. Attorney Williams told the 
court he had reason to believe 
that the Greek had been kept away from court 
through fear of personal violence at the hands 
of the lawless followers of O'Malley. The 
Justice said he had continued the ease once 
and could not do so again. He thereupon 
distnissed the cause for want of prosecution, 


Goes Before the Grand Jury. 


No sooner had this action been taken than 
Attorney Williams declared he would 
sent the matter to the grand jury. O’Malley 
and his friends laughed him to scorn, as the 

sure State’s-Attorney Kern woul 

allow the grand jury to take 
the case up for in vestigation. 
Nevertheless Mr. Williams wrote out 
a formal complaint charg Senator O’ Mal- 
ley with perry ry om tg will rd and Vara- 
los and sent it to Wilson Brooks, foreman of 
the grand jury. When this communication 
was opened in the grand jury rooms and read 
for the purpose of investigation Assistant 
State's-Attorneys Bottom and Knight became 
very angry, and with violent words declared 
the jury could not take the matter up. as it 
had not come through the State’s-Attorney’s 
office. Foreman Brooks insisted on taking 
the matter up, as it was of common report 
and the jury bad the right to act in affairs of 
that kind. A long wordy wrangle fol- 
lowed. It was finally decided that Charies E. 
Anthony of the Marquette club Proseeution 
committee be sent for and then that the jury 
go before Judge Chetlain for instructions, 

When Mr. Anthony arrived Mr. Bottum, in 
a fit of rage, accused him of unprofessional 
conduct of insulting-the State’s-Attorn 
by having matters sent directly to the gr 
jury without notifymg the State’s-Attorney. 
Mr. Anthony heid that proceedi were per- 
fectly regular, that the grand jury had a per- 
fect right to investigate any criminal act of 
common report. jury then went into 
Judge Chetlain’s court, where the affair was 
laid before that official with a full explana- 
tion. 

Judge Chetlain’s Command. 

** The State’s-Attorney cannot obstruct the 
grand jury,“ said Judge Chetlain. “If he 
does it will be contempt of this court.“ 

But, your Honor, the State’s-Attorney is 
not obstructing the grand jury, interrupted 
Mr. Bottum. If these complaints are 
brought to the notice of the State’s-Attorney 
in a proper manner they will be presented to 
the jury in a like manner. I suggest that Mr. 
Anthony show Attorney Williame where 
office of the State’s-Attorney is located. 

“Just ignore the letter containing the 
complaints.“ concluded Judge Chetlain, 
“and if you have good reason to believe 
a crime hus been committed make a 
statement of the same to the State’s-Attorney 
and it is nis duty to put the subject matter 
in legal form for presentation. I say this by 
way of an instruction to the jury and the 
States’s-Attorney as woll.“ 

Foreman Brooks held a brief whispered 
conversation with Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Kuight and then informed the court that Mr. 
Knight said he would not consult with him on 
the matter. 

„O, I guess he will,” said Judge Chetlain. 

‘Your Honor, I cannot,“ answered Mr. 
Knight. “I am not allowed to prepare cases 
for the grand jury without iastructions to do 
eo from Mr. Kern.“ 

„Well, take the matter before Mr. Kern to- 
morrow morning,” said Judge Chetiain, 
and have him put your complaints ia proper 
form for consideration.”’ hat ended the 
court-room discussion. 

In speaking of the trouble after it was over, 
Mr. Anthony told the members of the Mar. 
quette Ciub Prosecution committee that he 
had gone to State’s-Attorney Kern concern- 
ing the election frauds and riots. He told 
Mr. Kern that he desired to bring the matter 
before the grand jury for the purpose of hav. 
ing those who took part indicted. The 
State’s-Attorney refused point-blank with the 
remark that his grand juries had enough reg- 
ular business without fooling away their time 
on election cases, 

It you refuse to do this, continued Mr. 
Anthony. ‘** I’il go to the nearest court of rec- 
ord and demand the appointment of a special 
attorney to handle these cases. 

„Go ahead, responded Kern. 

Anthony turned to carry out his threat, but 
before he had reached the door he was called 
back by Kern, who asked him if he was in 
earnest. Anthony assured the official that he 
was. 

O. What a Difference! 


„Well, who do youd propose to prosecute“ 
asked Kern. 

Mr. Anthony named over the members of 
the Market street gang, purposely omitting 
the name of John F. O Maliey. 

„„O,“ exclaimed Kern, “if those are the 
fellows you are after I have no objections to 
having them indicted.

Chicago. Only about forty of the nearly one 
hundred of the regular force atthe custom- 
house were within the $900 limit. Prior to 


the recent order all of the positions not hav- | 


inga fixed salary of $900 per annum were 
considered as outside the civil service rules, 
so that those receiving a per diem 
salary were not included, even though the 
actual amount received was greater than the 
$900 limit. The new rules, however, say 
that all employés except those employed 
merely as laborers or workmen shall be con- 
sidered as within the civil service classifica- 
tion. It is probable from what is known 
here of the composition of the force that no 
more than a dosen places will be left unaf- 
fected by civ:l service rules, and these will be 
lab@ers’ positions paying $2 a day. The 
new order extending the service to ports hav- 
ing twenty or more employés bring the St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Cleve.and, St. Paul, Mar- 
quette. and Port Huron Customs- Houses 
within the civil service rules, and adds proba- 
bly a thousand or more empioyés to the 
“classified service. Should the proposed 
order placing internal revenuc ewployés 
under civil service regulations be is- 
sued, as it is believed, it would transfer about 
8,600 to the classified service, and bring 
the total number o persons affected by civil 
service rules up to 50,000 in round numbers. 
Should the regulation placing the interna! 
revenue employés under civil service be sim- 
ilar to those announced for the custom serv- 
ice, as is believed would be the case, it wouid 
probably transfer to the ciassified service 
nearly all of the internal revenue employés in 
lliinois and thus leave very few offices open 
to the Repubiican party should it come in 
control again.

FOREIGN MAIL SERVICE SATISFACTORY. 


Interesting Facts from the Annual Report 
of Superintendent Brooks. 

Wasnmorox. Nov. 27.—The annual report 
of Col. N. M. Brooks, Superintendent of For- 
eign Mails, containg some interesting points 
on the service with foreign nations. Of the 
transatlantic service he says: 

** The entire transatlantic merchant marine 
is freely tendered for the conveyance of 
United States maiis at the rates of compensa- 
tion offered by this department. Consequent- 
ly the mails of Great Britain and the conti- 
nent of Europe ure dispatched by every fast 
steamer; and when two fast steamers sail the 
same day or succeeding days the mails are in- 
variably assigned to the one whose previous 
speed record gives reason to believe that it 
will tirst deliyer the mails on the ‘other side. 
It is difficult to imagine a condition of affairs 
more satisfactory trom either a postal or 
commercial standpoint than the practice in 
vogue has built up. Other things being equal, 
preference is always given to steamers sailing 
under the flag of the United States. The ad. 
van of the present practice is that the 
mails are invariably dispatched by the fastest 
vessels, every new and fast steamer being at 
once placed at the disposal of this depart- 
ment, and at a reasonable rate of compensa- 
tion. 

** Communication with Central and South 
America is regular and reliable at least three 
times a month by vessels plying between New 
York and Colon, and to Venezuela with the 
saine frequency.

Secretary Herbert Also Asks for Twelve 
Additional Torpedo Boats, |

GOLD POURING IN FOR THE NEW BONDS. 


Receipts of the ‘New York habtrensury- for 


Two Daya } xceed $16,000,000. 

New Tonk, Nov. 27.—[{Special.]—Gold is 
pouring into the Subtreasury in payment for 
the new bonds, the amount received yesterday 
and up to noon today having been over $16,- 
000,000, which is largely in excess of the 
necessary first installment of 20 per cent. 
The amount of goid that came in today alone 
was over $6,000,000. These unexpected- 
ly large deposits of gold Cemonstrate fully 
the ability of the syndicate which obtained 
the bonds to pay for them in advance of the 
time set by the government offic.als. From 
present indications it is the intention of 
the syndicate. to sell half of the entire 
$50,000,000, and to retain the balance 
as an investment. Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
Harvey Fisk & Sons, and the First National 
Bank have been designated as selling agents. 
The first offer to sell the new bonds was fora 
biock of $5,000,000 at 119. So far as can 
be learned this lot has not yet been disposed of. 
A story that attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion was to the effect that additional ship- 
ments of gold are to be made from the other 
side on account of the new loan, and that 
the directors of the Bank of England have 
decided to invest a large sum of money 
in subscribing to the issue. Leading foreign 
bankers expressed doubt as to the truth of 
this report. The cash balance in the Treasury 
at Washington today was $99,606,765; gold 
reserve, $57,784,439.

Distillers Must Piace Only Bona-Fide 
Names on Their Barrels. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 27.—Commissioner 
Miller of the Interaal Revenue Bureau, with the 
approval of Secretary Carlisle, issued a circular 
which in effect prohibits distillers from piacing 
upon barrels the name of any other person or 
firm other than the actnal bona-fide distiller. 
For some time past it has been the custom of 
certain distillers, on receipt of heavy orders 
from wholesalers, to place the name of such cus- 
tomer upou the barrels. In such cases the cus- 
tomers actually rent the distillery for a cortain 
per cent, and come within the law.

One 
would think Debs has done enough in that 
direction already, It has been estimated that 
the ight which he led against the railroads 
last aummer involved a loss of 81 million 
dollars, 47 millions of which represented 
wages lost to workingmen. The toilers lost 
58 per cent of the total, the othér 42 per cent 
of loss inuring to the railroads and the busi- 
ness community. Furthermore, the loss to 
the railroad companies alone was estimated 
at only 8 millions, or less than 10 per cent 
of the whole loss suffered. Roughly speak- 
ing, the attacking force suffered six times as 
much as did the force that was attacked, and 
26 millions, or 32 per cent, of the loss fell 
on persons who not only had given no cause 
of offense to the toilers but were powerless to 
interfere. This loss of nearly one-third rep- 
resents a most atrocious attack.on the in- 
terests of the persons whose only crime was 
that they wanted transportation service which 
the railroad companies were unable to fur- 
nish for the time being. When next the in- 
cendiary mouthings of Debs are mentioned 
among the labor leaders it ought to be ac- 
companied by the statement that in the fight 
dictated by him last Juneand Julg the strikers 
lost just about six times as much as was lost 
by the railroad companies they struck against.

TEST THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE 
LAW 


Some Republicans are saying that when the 
Legistature meets it should pass a fair, just 
Senatorial apportionment bill and send it to 
the Governor. Others say that that would be 
a waste of time, for the Governor would veto 
it, and it would be impossible to pass it over 
his veto. 

What ought to be done is to press before 
the Supreme Court the suit begun recently to 
test the constitutionality of the law passed by 
the last General Assembly. That suit should 
not be dropped. It was begun in earnest and 
notasabluff. It should not be abandonéd 
merely because the Republicans have carried 
the Legislature by a heavy majority and have 
secured a great numberof hold-over Sena- 
tors. The Supreme Court should be given an 
opportunity to detine the powers of the Legis- 
lature in regard to apportionments, and say 
whether they are illimitable or must be exer- 
cised in strict conformity with the language 
of the Constitution. . 

This case should he argued and disposed of 
in January while the General Assembly is in 
session. If the court holds that the Legis- 
lature is required to obey the directions of 
the Constitution and make the districts as 
nearly equal as possible in population and of 
compact and contiguous territory, that the 
last General Assembly did not do so, and that 
therefore its law is invalid, then it will be the 
duty of the Legislature to proceed at once to 
prepare a proper law. If the Governor re- 
fuses to sign it and factious Democrats vote 


‘to sustain his veto, then the election in 1896 


will have to be held under the apportionment 
of 1883, | 

If the Supreme Court says that the Legisla- 
ture is free from all constitutional restraints 
and is greater than the Constitution and the 
people, then the Republicans ought to see if 
they cannot submit to the voters an aménd- 
ment to the organic law taking that unlim- 
ited power from the Legisiature and saying 
specifically that it must make apportionments 
and not gerrymanders. Then the people could 
decide whether they would sustain the Su- 
preme Court. 

Let us find out what the powers of the Leg- 
islature are regarding apportionments. If 
they are as extensive as some claim they 
should be restricted. The Republicans when 
‘in power have felt themselves bound by the 
mandates of the Constitution and have made 
apportionments whose legality could not be 
questioned. They never did go into the ger- 
rymandering business and they do not want 
to now. But they do not want the Democrats 
to be allowed to make ten-year gerry menders. 
They do not want their opponents to have 
that advantage. 

It is of the greatest importance that this 
question as to the power of the Legislature 
should be settled for all time. It may be 
years before a better opportunity will present 
itself. Therefore the pending case must not 
be dropped, but must be pushed to a finish. 


DO THE OUTER HARBJR FILLING NOW. 

For some inexplicable reason the Council 
seems to-be unwilling to take any action in 
reference to the utilization of the waste earth 
from the drainage channel for the purpose of 
filling in the outer harbor from the shore line 
to the dock line, thus gaining an area of 150 
acres to be used as a park. The space in 
question belongs to the city. At present it is 
useless for any purpose because there are sev- 
eral feet of water on it. It will have to be 
filled up some time. It never can be dons as 
cheaply as now. 

The contractors on the drainage channel 
are excavating great quantities of earth which 
they place on scows that are towed out in the 
lake and their contents dumped in about thir. 
ty feet of water. Sometimes thé contractors 
do not go quite far enough and dump the 
earth where it will interfere with navigation. 
But even if they dogo as far as they are re- 
quired to, in severe storms the mud they have 
deposited on the bottom of the lake is dis- 
turbed and discolors and muddies the drink. 
ing water of the city. 

It would bea convenience for the contract. 
ors if they were allowed todump their stuff 
in that part of the outer harbor which needs 
filling. It would be a great economy for the 
City because it would get for nothing the four 
ot five million yards of earth it needs for fill- 
ing purposes, and which it will have to pay 
for heavily if it does not avail itself of this 
opportunity. The expense will be very small 
if the contractors are allowed to use this 
dumping ground. Some dredges will have to 
be hired to heap up the earth deposited by 
the scows, and finally a sea wall will have to 
be constructed. If the Council will ask for 
permission to levy a trifling tax to cover the 
emall expense the Legislature will give it. 

It will not do to wait any longer, Already 
about a million cubic yards of material have 
been carried out into the lake that ought to 
have been dumped in the outer harbor. The 
matter was brought to the attention ot the 
Council months ago. It has found time to 
attend tofar less important subjects. Why 
has not it acted on this? Does it propose to 
wait till all the earth removed from the drain- 
age channel has been disposed of? Then it 
will be impossible to get filling except at great 
expense. 

It is possible to get fora trifling expendi- 
ture 150 acres of land lying just east of the 
present Lake-Front Park and which can be

THE SPRINGFIELD SLUGGING Avent 

Tun Turnen prints in another place a 
communication from Mr. A. A. Sprague of 
this city making a quasi defense of the recent 
slugging match at Springfield, Mass., dis- 
guised under the name of football contest 
between Yale and Harvard, He censures 
Tun Trreune for exaggerating the injuries 
received by seven or eight of the players, and 
thinks that the vast enthusiastic assembly 
at Springfield and the intense interest 
throughout the country are sufficient evidence 
that football has come to stay.“ So far as 
the exaggerations are concerned the article 
in Tun Tunern to which he takes exception 
was based upon the actual dispatches at hand 
This is matter of | 
lifile moment, however, and does not affect 
the comment made upon the brutal and dis- 
graceful character of the game. Indeed, in 
elosing his letter, Mr. Sprague says: You 
cando much toward making it a game of 
skill, agility, and endurance. It will always 
be rough but must not be a brutal sport,” thus 
conceding that this particular game was 
brutal sport, as nearly all football games 
are. 

Tho large number of players injured in this 
game, some of them severely, and the unques- 
tioned fact that moat of them were injured by 
slugging, is of itself testimony to its bru- 
tality. Now let us summon some witnesses 
who know whereof they speak : 

Gen. Francis Peabody, Democratic candidate 
for Mayor of Boston, says: “The result of the 
game shows plainly that the new rules, unless 
strictly enforced, do not lessen the danger of the 
game. It was not unnecessarily brutal, but at 
the same time it is necessarily dangerous. I 
think that there was a great deal of foul playing 


and slugging that the officials did not see, but at 
the same time I do not think they were meaningly 


unfair.” 

President Hallowell of the Boston National 
Bank of Commerce, whose son sustained a fract 
ure of the nose in Saturday's game, says that 
slugging must stop ur the game must stop. My 
remedy wou!d be to secure one or more umpires, 
with sufficient strength of character to do their 
work, whose sole duty should be to look ont for 
‘slugging.’ Then the detected slugger should be 
promptly disqualified and bis place left vacant. 
Slugging would end at once.“ 

The Hon. Henry Parkman, also of Boston, said: 
It seems evident that the new rules failed to ac- 
complish the purpose for which they were 
framed. It seems to me, though, that a remedy 
might be found in having more officials; in a 
prize fight there is one referee for two men: vor- 
haps eleven referees for twenty-two men might 
put a stop to brutality.” 

Now let us summon one more witness, 


whose evidence cannot be questioned. Dr. 
W. A. Brooks, Harvard’s chief coacher, has 
refused to act as a referee in the Yale-Prince- 
ton game next Saturday, for the following 
sufficient reasons: 

Frank Hinkey's act in jumping on Wrightington 
when he was lying on the ground and not trying 
to move was the most brutal thing I ever saw on 
the football field. There was absolutely no ex- 
cuse forit. Hinkey should have been disquali- 
fied immediately. Mr. Moffat, the umpire. told 
me he saw the play. but did not notice who the 
offender was. It was a very weak excuse for not 
disqualifying the Yale Captain. Had he done his 
duty it would have stopped further rough play. 

Towards the latter partof the game Harvard 
players met force with force. Ido not attempt 
to excuse their action in doing so. They should 
not have done it. but the fact remains that if 
they had not adopted Yale's tactics there would 
not have been a Harvard player left. Yale set the 
pace and Harvard was forced to follow. 

“If they had not adopted Yale’s tactics 
there would not have been a Harvard player 
left.“ That tells the whole brutal story. If 
the Harvard men bad not slugged back the 
game would have been won by absolute brute 
force. There is no defense that can be made 
for that game. It was a brutal, disgraceful 
exhibition, and every man converned in the 
slugging should be disbarred from playing 
again. If there is no other way to stop it then 
the faculty of the respective colleges should 
prohibit the game by an ironciad law. The 
game as at present conducted is brutal. The 
performances of students almost every year 
after one of these games are disgraceful if 
not brutal, and cali for police interference. 
The influence upon younger players is brutal 
in character as was evidenced at Englewood 
Monday when the police had to be called in 
and stop a game between high-schoo! players 
which had become a mere slugging match. 
Either the game must be so reformed that 
slugging shall be eliminated altogether and 
the possibilities of injury reduced to the 
minimum or it must be forbidden by strict 
college rules. If it is not then those colleges 
which countenance such exhibitions will suffer 
in patrouage at the bands of an indignant 


public.

THE COUNTY BOARD SHOULD GO sLOW. 

The County Board has been asked to fur- 
nish free transportation to Alabama for about 
600 persons, being a hundred unemployed 
workmen and their families, who are going 
down South to start a codperative colony. 
The petitioners allege that if they are not 
given what they ask for they will become 
charges on the county during the winter, so 
that it will be money saved to buy them rail. 
road tickets. 

The petitioners say that they have in view a 
tract of land in Alabama which they say is 
specially adapted for their purpose. There 
are 4,040 acres of land, much of which is al- 
ready improved. It has a small sawmill in 
good repair and a large briekyard ready 
for workmen to operate. There are six 
cottages and one large plantation house in 
good repair. Negotiations have been going 
on for some time, and the price of the land 
and improvements set at $4.000. One-fourth 
of the purchase money must be paid in cash 
and the balance in five years.

AITGSA THEORY OF DISEASE. 

The theory announced by Dr, Maximilian 
Herzog of this city, who has been making a 
study of smallpox at the hospital in Milwau- 
kee, is an intensely interesting one in a pbil- 
osophical sense, apart from its possible bear- 
ing upon the future treatment of infectious 
and perhaps other diseases, He holds that 
every physiological process of the human 
body isa process of fermentation, and that 
every disease, including smallpox, Bright's 
disease, and diabetes, is nothing more or less 
than a process of fermentation of the blood. 
The products of these fermentations are 
amceba-like bodies, similar to these produced 
by the fermentation of yeast, and these cir- 
culate in the blood (till destroyed by the 
white corpuscles of that fluid), These amceba- 
like masses are the real causes of specific 
disease, and not the bacteria on which they 
are often found as parasites. From these 
bacteria they get into the blood, into the 
milk, and into the offspring from the parent. 
Hence, while the peculiar bacilli or bacteria 
associated with tuberculosis, cholera, etc., 
may be present, their presence is not essen- 
tial to the disease, but it does not and cannot 
progress unless the bacteria parasite be in the 
affected organism. 3 

The ameeba is one of the moat * 
forms of organic life. It was discovered as 
early as 1755 by Rosenhof, but little was 
known of it till nearly a century later, It 
may be compared to a mass of jelly, and 
most of the amobe are very minute masses. 
They seem to absorb nutriment as if mechan- 
ically, move by change of form, and the dis- 
covery in 1846 that a similar movemen can 
be traced in the colorless blood ‘corpuscles 
led up to a study of the relations of the 
amoeba to the higher forms of organized ex- 
istence. The littie entity multiplies by the 
simple act of fission, and presents a strange 
exception to the rule among lite forms in 
the fact that death appears to have no place 
in its history'asa natural result of life. It 
does not die of old age, but may be appropri- 
ated by other entities with which it comes in 
contact. 

Dr. Herzog does not affirm that the little 
beings which cause disease are amobe, but 
simply that they are like those bodies. Of 
course he admits the probability that a spe- 
cific kind of amceba is associated with each 
different disease. The question of difference 
or identity may be little other than theoret- 
ical, but it is highly important to know if he 
is correct in the assumption that the different 
forms of disease arise from processes of 
blood fermentation, which may be assumed 
to be due to the action and multiplication of 
amobe contained in the vital fluid. To ac- 
cept that would be to go back to an old and 
recently pretty much discarded idea that 
“the blood must be purified” im order to 
cure the patient. That the blood can be ben- 
eficially changed by medication of any kind 
is open to serious doubt, and it is almost cer- 
tain that such change could be brought about 
only by processes very slow as compared with 
ordinary recovery from diseases like small- 
pox, typhoid, and others of the non-chronic 
class. But if the theory be admitted it at 
once leads to the thought that acidifying 
action is the only one which holds out a hope 
of relief, that being fatal to amceba life. In 
such case, if acidulation of the blood could be 
effected, either by the taking of drugs into 
the stomach or by the introduction of ozone 
oranacid vapor into the lungs, the way 
would be open to a cure of the afflicted human 
organism, 

This, however, is not the line along which 
Dr. Herzog and other students of bacterio- 
logical diseases seem most disposed to work. 
The prominent thought seems to be that the 
vaccination treatment as a preventive is the 
best for emallpox, and that a similar course 
might with advantage be pursued for the pre- 


vention of some if not ali the other ee. 


which Herzcg affirms are nothing more o 
less than processes of fermentation in the 
blood, It is to give immunity to the system 
by inoculating it with the germs of a mild 
form of the disease which it is desired to 
ward off, This is the object of the germ 
eulture about which so much has been 
said in the books and newspapers, and it is 
fair to presume that such culture will be pur- 
sued with greater zeal than ever before. The 
philosophy of this treatment is not opposed 
to the statement made by Dr. Herzog: “I 
have seen how the white blood corpuscles eat 
off and kill the disease microbes. I know 
now how acure is effected by nature, and I 
have a plan how nature can be helped in 
every disease. 

This simply takes account of the fact that 
any disease- breeding entity introduced into 
the system is at once recognized by the vital 
organism as an enemy and an effort made to 
get rid of it. A struggle ensues, If the vital 
force be victorious either in forcing out the 
intruder or in sheathing it over so that it can 


do no harm recovery is the resuit. Otherwise 


death ends the conflict. If the system has 
been “* reconciled *’ to a mild form of the dis- 
ease the more violent form does not vall out 
eo great a struggle and the vital forces are not 
apt to be exhausted in getting rid of the worst 
germs when they have gained an entrance, 
It must be admitted that the philosophy of 
the process is open to the same objection that 
attaches to a free use of intoxicants every day 
in the hope of being able to survive the tak- 
ing of a dose that would kill off one who pre- 
viously had been a total abstainer; but the 
problem thus raised belongs to another and 
different field of investigation. 


INCOME TAX PAYMENTS,

SENATOR SHERMAN REPEATS AN AGED 
FALSEHOOD, 

A day or two ago the Washington dispatch- 

es of the Herald contained an interview with 


Senator Sherman in which he is reported as 


saying that the editor of Tun Cuicaco Tun. 
UNE sixteen years ago was strorgly opposed 
to resumption of specie payments,“ and add- 
ed that in an interview with him in Wash- 
ington at that time (1878.79), the Senator 
being then Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Hayes, he (the editor) argued his 
views with much earnestness, or, as Mr. 
Sherman called it, “dogmatism,” against 
specie resumption ! 

The Senator made this original statement 
in much stronger and rougher language when 
he was a candidate for President in 1880, 
but he was promptly and flatly contradicted 
by the editor of Tun Trisuns at the time. 

Tue Trisunez did not agree with Secretary 
Sherman in his opposition to the Allison sil- 
ver coinage bill, but they had no personal or 
written controversy about it. Neither said a 
word to the other on the subject. 

Tun Tarrung advocated resumption, but 
wanted the resumption to be on a bimetallic 
and not on a purely gold bdsis, This was the 
only point on which it differed in views with 
Sherman on the question. 

It seems that the Secretary had an acrimo- 
nious discussion in his office with a Chicago 
private banker named Adam Smith, who was 
rabidly opposed to resumption, in the winter 
or spring of 1878.9. On his return home 
Mr. Smith admitted to some of his friends the 
fact of the dispute. He feared that resump- 
tion would cause.severe contraction, bring on 
a panic, and smash business matters, and that 
it would ruin him; hence the bot words he 
had with the Secretary. 

Mr. Wilham Henry Smith of this city, who 
had found out that it was Adam Smith, the 
private banker, that had the altercation with 
the Secretary about resumption, wrote to 
Senator Sherman, pointing out that it wasa 
case of mistaken identity; but the Senator 
seems to have made up his mind to stick to 
his original assertion regardless of the truth 
or probabilities. 

Ex-Senator Charles B. Farwell, in the pres- 
ence ofthe editor of Tun Trreung, told Mr. 
Sherman that the files of Tus Taisung, would 
refute him, and he himself well remembered 
that Tun Trisunz favored resumption, but 
advocated bimetallic resumption. 

In the face of these irrefutable facts it is 
surprising that Senator Sherman reaffirms his 
old, hoary misstatement. He appears to re- 
semble the man who declared that his horse 
was over sixteen feet high and when his at- 
tentiou was called to his gross mistake re- 
pljed: Did I say sixteen feet? If so, I stick 
to it, as 1 never go back on my own state- 
ments. 


THE SALVATIOP ARMY. 

The recent visit of Gen. Booth, the founder 
of the Salvation Army, to this city has been a 
memorable event in the army’s record. Dur- 
ing his four days’ stay hs made no less than 

ixteen addresses, two of them in the Audi- 
torium before the largest audiences ever seen 
in that great building. Upon one of these oc- 
casions a prominent orthodox clergyman, the 
Rev. Dr. Barrows,’ on the other an equally 
prominent Judge, Judge Kohlsaat, presided, 
and both heartily indorsed the object of this 
unique organization. At the distinctive serv- 
ices of the army at its headquarters in Prin- 
cess Rink no less than 194 recruits were 
added to the rank and file of the army.

the army regards as the only permanent 
cure. 

At all these meetings the army itself has 
been under the public eye, for the great ma- 
jority of those in attendance were non-Salva- 
tionists at least from the army point of view. 
They have borne the inspection successfully. 
They have proved themselves to be a collec- 
tion of plain, simple, well behaved men and 
women, mostly young, full of enthusiasm, 
sincerity, good humor, and happiness, and 
idolizing their commander and staff officers, 
Their methods at times may be a little noisy, 
with a good deal of bass drum and tambour. 
ine, but it is the noise of enthusiasm only, 
and their “amens” and “ hallelujahs” are 
as fervent as those of a Methodist camp 
meeting, where their founder first learned to 
shout. They have shown themselves to be an 
eager, earnest, courageous, industrious band 
of workers, and as such they deserve the re. 
spect of the community, whatever their 
methods or their movements. As Judge Kohl. 
saat said, Lou must admit that they are a 
band of men and women thoroughly organ- 
ized and in dead earnest. They are willing 
that they shall be judged by ‘heir works—a 
test that most of us on the outside are a lit 
tle bit afraid of. 

It is but a few years ago that the Salvation 
Army was a term of reproach and ita mem- 
bers were the victims of the rabble’s insults, 
mud-throwing, and persecution.

all manner of moral disorder under the in-

DEATH OF PRINCESS BISMARCK. 


Life of Love- Making. 


Bux. Nov. 27.—Princess Bismarck, the 
wife of Prince Bismarck, died at Varzin at 5 
o’clock this morning. The condition of the 
Princess became alarming yesterday. It was 
then announced that she had suffered a re- 
lapse and that great anxiety was felt in re- 
gard to her condition by the Priuce and by 
her attendants, All the family was hastily 
summoned to her bedside. Count Herbert 
Bismarck arrived yesterday evening and was 
present when his mother passed away. Al- 
though it is feared the effect of his wife's 
death upon the Prince will be serious it is 
satisfactory to add that the great Chancellor 
has been in better health lately and that he 
has been able to resume his daily drives. 

Princess Bismarck (Duchess of Lauenburg) 
has been in poor health for a long time. Her 
illness became pronounced a months ago. 


She was deeply affected and received a severe 
shock when the death of her lifelong friend, 
Frau Eugenie Reckow, Prioress of the Stolp 
Institute for Unmarried Women, was an- 
nounced. Three weeks ago Dr. Schweninger 
was called to Friedrichsruhe to prescribe for 
a serious attack of neuralgia. Since that time 
she has been almost continually under the 
care of physicians. : 

At a public meeting held at Dresden it was 
resolved to erect a large monument in honor 
of Prince Bismarck, and public subscriptions 
will be collected for that purpose, 

Death Is Deplored. 

The news of the death of the Princess Bis- 
marck made a deep impression in all the gov- 
ernment departments here. Dr. von Boet- 
ticher. Secretary of the Imperial Home Office, 
immediately imparted the news to all the 
leading officials. The papers of all the po- 
litical parties eulogize the Princess.as having 
been a true typeof the German hausfrau, who 
only lived for her husband and children, and 
who in no way meddled in politics. The en- 
tire German nation sympathizes sincérely 
with the great old statesman, the codperator 
in the foundation of the empire, who has been 
strack such a heavy blow by the death of the 
Princess Bismarck. 

Varzin, Nov. 27.—Princess Bismarck has 
for years been suffering with bronchitis and 
gastric catarrh, Eighteen months ago she 
was found lying in a pool of biood at the foot 
of her bed. These fainting attacks were re- 
peated from time totime. The immediate 
cause of her death was dropsy, complicated 
with heart disease. The disease rapidly be- 
came worse during the last few days. The 
Princess was cheerful to the end. 
She tried to deceive her husband 
as to her real condition. She 
spent much of her time opt of bed. Drs. 
Schweninger and Chrysander regarded her 
case as hopeless a month ago, but concealed 
the truth from Prince Bismarck, When re- 
cently the wife of the Prince’s valet fell 
seriously ill Prince Bismarck said to him: 
„% Deur friend, I sincerely sympathize with 
you in your grief, for, alas, I am in the same 
terrible position as yourself, Every one is 
departing froin us.“ 

Bismarck Is Overcome. 


Dr. Schweninger has been here since Fri- 
day, but he was unable to do anything beyona 
attending to the comfort of the dying Princess. 

The Prince is quite overcome by the death 

of his wife. He bad watched by her bedside 
until 10 this morning. Shortly before 6 
o’clock Dr. Schweninger gently broke the 
news to Prince Bismarck, who arose im- 
mediately and remained silent for some time 
at the deathbed. At the death scéne there 
were present Dr. Schweninger, Dr. Chrysan- 
der, Countess Rantzau, and Prince Bismarck’s 
niece. 
Early this morning the Prince’s head for- 
ester and his neighbors called to offer their 
condolences. The Prince asked their in- 
dulgence, saying he was unequal to seeing 
visitors. He only received Pastor Schumann 
from Wessow. 
Prince Bismarck personally communicated 
the news of the death of the Princess to the 
Emperor and Empress, who immediately sent 
a long telegram of condolence. Among the 
others who have already sent messages of 
sympathy and regret are the King of Wur- 
temberg, Chancellor von Hohenloe, and the 
Ministers and Secretaries of State. 

Loxnox, Nov. 28.—A Berlin dispatch says 
that Prince Luitpold, Regent of Bavaria, 
the Grand Duke of Baden, the King of Sax- 
ony, and ex-Chancellor von Caprivi have 
telegraphed their condolences to Prince Bis- 
marck. According to dispatches from Var- 
zin, the Prince is so broken down that his 
doctors insist upon his speedy removal to 
Friederichsruhe. 

Will Be Modest Funeral. 
The funeral ceremonies will be on a modest 
scale out of regard for his condition. The 
interment will probably be at Schonhausen, 
the ancestral home ot the Bismarcks. It is 
expected the body will be removed Saturday. 
Prince Bismarck once expressed a wish to be 
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Should Be Done te Them, They Throw 
Down Their Arm- These Are Taken 
Away and Then the Men and Women 
te the Number of Nearly 12,000 Are 
Massacred=Kimberly Scored at a Lon- 
don Meeting for Inaction in the Matter. 

Lowpon, Nov. 27.—A meeting of the Angio- 
Armenian Association was held here today 
under the presidency of Francis Seymour 
Stevenson, M. P. for the Rye division of Suf- 
folk, and Chairman of the Anglo-Armenian 
Association. Among those present were 
Prof. J. A. Beet, D. D., and many dis- 
tinguished Englishmen who are iu eympathy 
with the cause of the Armenians, besides G. 
Hagopian, Petrus, and Aganoov, and other 
natives of Armenia. At the opening of the 
moeting today a telegram reeeived from Dr. 
Canatarients, a Russian physician at Tiflis, 
was read. It said: | 

I learn that the people of Sassoun surrendered 
to overwhelming Turkish army on condition and 
upon the solemn promise that no harm wculd be 
done to them. After laying down their arms the 
Turkish troops and Kurds attacked and massa- 
cred men, women, and children and pillaged and 
burned their homes. The number of killed must 
exceed. 8,000. 

A letter was also read from J. Iskender, an 
Armenian merchant of Paris and President 
of the Armenian Society of France, in which 
he stated thaf according to his advices not 
less than 12,000 Armenians were massacred. 

Speeches were made and resolutions passed 
strongly denouncing the Earl of Kimberly, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
the British Government for their apathy in 
the matter and for screening the Turkish 
atrocities by withholding information from 
the press. It was decided to commence an 
agitation on behalf of the Armenians in the 
House of Commons, and to hold an indigna- 
tion meeting, the platform of the movement 
being a letter received by the association from 
Canon Malcolm MacColl, who was the first 
to call attention to the Bulgarian atrocities of 
1877. after having seen people impaled on 
the banks of the Danube. In this letter Canon 
MacColl says: 7 

For almost every massacre lately perpetrated 
in Armenia the Porte has been responsible, 
directly or indirectly. I make this assertion 
from an intimate knowledge of the methods of 
the Turkish administration. The commission 
which the Porte has ordered to inquire into the 
Armenian massacre, like the commission sent to 
Syria in 1860 and like the one sent to Bulgaria 
in 1877—an utter farce, the only object being to 
throw dust in the eyes of Europe. The real crim- 
inals will be exonerated and innocent parties 
will de blamea. Even if the Porte and the 
Sultan were sincere the commission could not 
get the facts, for by the sacred law of Turkey, 
which is absolutely unchangeable, Christian 
evidence is never received against a Mussulman. 
and no Mussulman will give evidence against a 
Mussulman in favor of a Christian. The com- 
mission is obviously a sheer imposture. The 
Porte should be forced to fulfill its obligations 
under the treaty of Berlin, by the powers, or by 
England acting in concert with Russia, In any 
case England should immediately declare ber- 
self released from the Anglo-Turkish convention, 
by which she is engaged to resist Russian aggres 
sion in Armenia by force of arms. Protests are 
merely waste paper. The Sultan is forbidden by 
sacred lawto sanction any reforms in favor of 
Christians except in the face of force. I have 
received letters from persons throughout the 
eountry urging that action be taken immediately. 

M. Iskender’s letter also says the Armenian 
Society of France is in communication with 
Premier Dupuy and M. Hanotaux, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, with a view of 
securing some action upon the part of the 
Government of France in the matter which 
has so greatly shocked the civilized world. 

‘A Moscow dispatch to the Chronicie says 
the Armenians in the Caucasus are sending 
large consignments of arms to their brethren 
in Turkey in order to assist the rebellious

BAYARD’S INTERVIEW WITH KIMBERLY. 


James R. Roosevelt Says Their Meeting 
Did Not Concern China. 

Loxnox, Nov. 27.—In regard to the pub- 
lished report that the United States Ambas- 
sador, Thomas F. Bayard, had a prolonged 
interview ‘vith the Earl of Kimberly, Secre- 
tary of State for Féreign Affairs, yesterday, it 
being understood from this interview that 
the United States was willing to reopen the 
question of the powers addressing a joint 
note suggesting peace to China and Japan, 
the Secretary of the United States Embassy, 
James R. Roosevelt, denies absolutely that 
anything passed between Mr. Bayard and the 
Earl of Kimberly which in any way concerned 
China or Japan. The interview, Mr. Roose- 
velt says, was upon ordinary Embassy busi- 
ness alone. 


LATEST OF THE HAWAIIAN REVOLUTION

Censpirators Banished from the Island 
for Their Own Good. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 27.—The steamer 
Oceanic arrived this morning from Yoko- 
hama via Honolulu. The Oceanic brings no 
later Asiatic news than was received on the 
Empress of China, which arrived at Victoria 
Nov. 20. At Honolulu there was still con- 
siderable excitement over the recent revolu- 
tionary plot. Leaders of the Royalist faction 
were still declaring trouble was sure to oc. 
cur soon after the sailing of the Oceanic. 
Governmént officials, however, declared no 
trouble need be feared. The conspiracy, 
they said, though it did not at any time 
threaten serious trouble for the government, 
had been completely frustrated. As exposed 
in Honolulu newspapers, the proposed upris- 
ing wag,planned by a man named Katzer, 
formerly an officer in the Austrian army and 
later Sergeant in the Fifth United States In- 
fantry. The plan was to secretly arm sev. 
eral hundred Royalist sympathizers, and by 
concerted action to capture the government 
Executive Building and the three or four small 
steamers plying among the islands, 
then to establish a temporary  gov- 
ernment at Hilo. One of the steamers was 
to be quickly dispatched to Victoria for arms, 
ammunition, and men who were to have been 
previously enlisted by an agent now in the 
United States. Several thousand dollars had 
been pledged by wealthy royalists who were 
implicated. This plot was exposed to the 
government, however, long before any actual 
revolutionaryy preparationg could be made. 
Katzer flied to San Francisco and Wetmore, 
the newspaper man, who had been admitted 
to the revolutionary circle, and who exposed 
the plot to the government, was a possenger 
on the same steamer. Ostensibly he was ban- 
ished, but it is believed in Honolulu the gov- 
ernment officials sent him away asa ruse to 
protect him from the wrath of the royalists, 

Nov, 15 British Commissioner Hayde for- 
mally presented to President Dole an auto- 
graph letter from Queen Victoria recogniz- 
ing the Hawaiian republic. 

The United States gunboat Yorktown ar- 
rived at Honolulu shortly before the Oceanic 
sailed.

THAT ANGLO-RUSSIAN ALLIANCE. 


Dispatches Say It Relates Solely to Affairs 
of Afghanistan. 

Bxntux, Nov. 27.—Dispatches from St. 
Petersburg ridicule the reports of an Anglo- 
Russian alliance on the basis of the free pas- 
sage of the Straits, mutual action in the far 
East, ete. The negotiations in progress be- 
tween the two governments relate solely, it 
is said, to a more accurate delimitation of the 
Afghan frontier. The settlement of the 
Pamir questions has been affected and the 
protocol signed. The entente covers aiso the. 
successioa to the throne of Afghanistan, in 
which Kussia has pledged herself not to inter- 
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Tariff Conventiun’s Action Ratified by the 
Pants, Nov. 27.—The Chamber of Deputies 
today discussed the bill to ratify the tariff 
convention signed in Paris in February, 1893, 
between France and Canada. M. le Chev- 
aller, Moderate Republican, and M. Hemon, 
Republican, and other Deputies energetically 
opposed the bill, contending that the intro. 
duction of Canadian timber and apples -would 
injure French husbandry and that the North 
and West of France would have to pay for the 
advantages reaped by Southern France. 
Moreover, these advantages were small, as 
the Canadian consumption of French prod- 
ucts was trifling. M. Berger, Republican, 
reported the bill and M. Meline, a member of 
the Republican left, President of the agri- 


| cultural group and frequently termed the 


„French McKinley,” supported the bill, de- 
claring that no serious competition in apples 
could be expected, as the Canadian apples 
could not be sold under three times the price 
charged for French apples. The convention 
was the prelude to other arrangements which 
would prove profitable to France. A new 
line of steamers would be established be- 
tween France and Canada and French prod- 
ucts would thus be conveyed not only to Can- 
ada, but across the continent to the markets 
of Asia. M. Hanotux, the Minister of for- 
eign Affairs, dwelt upon the fact that Canada 
had decided that her forest treaty with a for- 
eign power under the rights recently granted 
her should be with France, [Applause.] The 
bill was then adopted. 


CZAR NICHOLAS TALKS TO HIS PEOPLE. 


Hig Manifeste Sounds Wall to the Ears of 
the Rasstans. 

Sr. Pererssurc, Nov. 27.—The Czar, in 
his manifesto to the Russian people, says: 

Solicitous for the destinies of our new reign we 
deemed it well not to delay the fulfillment of our 
heart’s wish, the legacy sacfedly left by our 
father, now resting with God, nor to defer the 
realization of the joyful expectations of our 
whole people, that our marriage be hallowed by 
the benediction of our parents and that it be 
blessed by the bacrament of the holy church. 

The most important points in the manifesto 
relate to improvements in the condition of all 
concerned with husbandry. The nobles’ and 
the peasants’ interest on farmers’ loans from 
the imperial agrarian bank are reduced from 
4 to 4 per cent, and various facilitigs are 
conceded for the redemption of debts. To 
,peasants certain debts to the crown and ar- 
rears of taxation are remitted. 

Loxpox, Nov. 27.—Trutk says it is in- 
formed the Queen has invited the Czar and 
his bride to make a short stay in England 
next summer and that the newly married 
couple will probably arrive here at the end of 
June, 

A dispatch to the Times from St. Peters. 
burg says the Czar's manifesto mitigates the 
punishment of Siberian exiles, reduces by 
one-third the terms of imprisonment of all 
criminals, and by a separate manifesto granis 
favors to Finland. 


POOR LI HUNG CHANG IS A LOSER AGAIN, 


Another imperial Decree Shears Him, 
This Time of Honora. 

Corgxnaces, Nov. 27.—A cable dispatch 
dated Shanghai today has been received here 
saying an imperial decree has been issued de- 
priving Li Hung Chang of all his honors, but 
allowing him to retain bis present functions. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 27.—The United 
States steamer Baltimore returned from Port 
Arthur to Chefoo last evening and today 
sailed again for Nagasaki, Japan, where it 
will be in direct communication by cable 
with the Navy Department. 


VON KOTZE TO BE COURT-MARTIALED, 


This Is at His Own Request, as a Means of 
Proving Innocence. 


Beau, Nov. 27.—The prefatory examina- 
tion of Von Kotze, the ex-Master of Cere- 
monies, who was arrested upon suspicion of 
being the author of a series of scandalous let- 
ters and postal cards sent anonymously to 
mem bers of the highest aristocracy, has been 
concluded, and a formal court-martial has 
been ordered. The court-martial is to be held 
at Von Kotze’s request, as being the sole 
means of establishing his innocence of the 
charges brought against him. 


ITALY SHAKEN BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Violent Undulatery Shocks Felt Near Milan 
and Other Places. 

Romz, Nov. 27.—A violent undulatory and 
vertical earthquake shock was felt at Brescia, 
sixty miles from Milan, at 6:15 a. m. today. 
A similar though less severe shock was ex- 
perienced at Bologne at 6:09 a. m., and at 
Veroua at 8:04 a. m. At the latter place a 
second shock was felt at 6:06 a. m. At the 
same time shocks were felt at Domo d' O- 
sola, Mantua, Pavia, Parma, Bergamo, and 
other places. In this city the seismic instru- 
ments were disturbed. 

Vienna, Nov. 27.—A sharp earthquake 
shock was felt today at Trient in the Tyrol.

Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, was 
diplomatically silent when the subject was 
mentioned, and State Department officials 
assume an air of reserve, That they are in- 
formed upon the subject, however, cannot 
be doubted, and the strongest confirmation 
of the accuracy of the report is found in 
the fact that the United States steamship Co- 
lumbia, which has been lying at Kingston, 
Jamaica, has gone directiy to Bluefivids and 
will doubtless reach that place as soon, at 
least, as the British warship from Port 
Limon, Costa Rica. If the facts are as repre- 
sented, then the situation is undoubtedly one 
of great gravity. The mention of 
the Nicaragua Canal as being the 
real cause of the British action 
goes to confirm the suspicion 
that has long been cherished here that Great 
Britain really cares nothing for the Mosqui- 
tos themselves, but is disposed to insist upon 
its protectorate over the reservation in order 
to base a claim of jurisdiction over that part 
of the old reservation which it has ex- 
tended as far south as the eastern mouth 
of the Nicaragua Canal. Should this 
claim be maintained it would, of course, 
operate to prevent the United States from 
controling the projected. Nicaragua Canal, if 
indeed it should not cause the abandonment 
of the project. It is undoubtedly a matter of 
great annoyance to the State Department that 
this troublesome Bluefields subject should be 
reopened by Great Britain’s summary action, 
when it was supposed the difficulties there had 
been adjusted in a manner entirely satis- 
factory to all parties concerned. However, 
the prompt dispatch of the Columbia 
to the scene of threatened trouble is an evi- 
dence that the State Department is not to be 
taken unawares by such proceedings, and the 
vessel will doubtlese preserve the status quo 
there while negotiations are in progress. Sec- 
retary Gresham’s interest in the subject is evi- 
dently keefily excited, for he has cabled to 
Ambassador Bayard today an account of 
events reported to him and instructed Mr. 
Bayard to request an explanation from the 
British Foreign Office. N 


TRUTH OF THE SANTA TRELA ROWS. 


Result of Jealousies Between the Men 
Who Meaded the Reyolution. 

SaLvabon, Nov, 27.—The risings at Santa 
Trela last week were much more important 
than the government will conféss and it is 
untrue, as given out, that they were merely 
attempts at robbery by Indians, nor were 
they made by partisans of Ezeta, 
but they are the result of the 
constantly increasing jealousies among 
the men who headed the revolution which 
placed Gutierrez in the Presidency, and are 
in great part instigated by Barrios’ agents 
from Guatemala. The weakness of Gutierrez 
emboldens his adversaries, as he is trying to 
keep in with the three wings of his party, 
which are headed by Prudencial Alparo, present 
Minister of De Gobernacion, who leads the 
younger civilians; Gen. Estonisloa Perez, 
Minister of War, who holds a strong Catholic 
league; and Gen, Thomas Regalado, who con- 
trois the army. These three men are the 
candidates for the Vice-Presidency, and the 
fight between them and their partisans has 
become bitter, and this hostile feeling is re- 
ported to be fanned constantly by Castelianos 
(Jacinto), Chief of Cabinet and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 


EZETA WANTS THE SHIP BENNINGTON, 


Will Try te Buy It if He Regains Power in 
S:ilvador. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 27.—Gen. Auto- 
nio Ezeta will start for New York tomorrow 
evening. He says if he ever regains power in 
Salvador he will recommend the purchase of 
the United States steamship Bennington, to 
be maintained in Salvador’s principal harbor 
asa national monument to the kind treatment 
given to the refugees. Ezeta has received a 
telegram saying his colleague, Col.

Ald. Madden’s plan of establishing one of the 

most beautiful parks in this country on the 

Lake-Front. This plan contemplates filling 

in this lake basin to a point 750 feet west of 

the government breakwater, dépressing the 

Illinois Central tracks, and building the con- 

necting link in Chicago’s already elaborate 


system of boulevards.

Court of Honor Pian. 


There is a project on foot among the pub- 
lie-spirited people of the country which has 
for its object the reproduction of the Court of 
Honor, which was the great feature of the 
World’s Fair, and said to be the most en- 
chanting dream any artist has ever conceived. 
Assurances have been given by many of 
the leading people of the country 
a sufficient amount of money, say 
$10,000,000, will be contributed to construct 
this, either in white marble or granite, just as 
it appeared at the White City. The proposi- 
tion is to make it the greatest monument the 
world has ever seen and dedicate it to the 
rise of the Nation. The proposition contem- 
plates the establishment of different palaces 
of art throughout the peristyle in which could 
be displayed portraits and busts of the men 
and women who have distinguished them- 
seives in any branch of business, art, or the 
professions.

He was not 
aware the inter-State law specifically pro- 
hibits shippers from demanding rebates or 
out rates from railroad officials. As to his 
pretending to be a tourist agent and demand- 
ing reduced ratea for a party of peuple Mr. 
Ownbey explains he simply asked for a 
low rate for a couple of cler 8 who 
wanted to go to Texas to establis 4 parish in 
the neighborhood.of his ranch in Texas and 
also assist him in locating a little colony 
there. His only motive in approaching the 
officiais was to secure as low rates on his cat- 
tie and cotton as he believed other shippers 
were getting. He belived the animosity on 
the part of some subordinate railroad of- 
Belals, with whom he had had misunderstand-

Harper’s Weekly, Nov. 24: The report or 
the President’s Commission to investigate the 
causes and the history of the trouble known 
as the Pullman strike of last summer has 
been for several days before the public, The 
comments which it has elicited have been of 
peculiar interest, as revesling the mental atti. 
tude upon social questions, and ‘he habits of 
thought concerning them, of tne men who 
aspire to lead or at least to forecast pudlic 
opinion. The leaders of the war against law 
and order, who undertook to coerce the com- 
munity into disregard of its own laws, now 
laud the report, and exult in its conclusions as 
the final vindſeation of their own motives and 
methods. The more thoughtful members of 
the press treat it with qualified and formal 
respect, accepting its detailed statement of 
evidence, but exposing its summaries of fact 
and generalized assertions as grossly inac- 
curate and partial, and wholly rejecting its 
proposed remedial measures as absurdly in- 
adequate if not wholly useless. Other jour- 
nals generally content themselves with an ab- 
stract of the comm ’s views as the end 
of the controveray, and a substantial victory 
for what they call“ organized la bor.“ 

But there is nothing in these comments 
which can satisfy the intelligent and patriotic 
citizen who reads the rt and feels its as- 
tonishing spirit and character... Every such 
reader is startled by finding in a state paper a 
system of thought, a kind of reasoning, a 
quiet assumption of principles, such as no 
document of similar high official origin ever 
expressed before. If Messre. Carroll D. 
Wright, John D. Kernan, and WNicho 
las E. Worthington represent in these 
principles and this reasoning the government 
which appointed them, andif that govern- 
ment represents in these —— the people of 
the United States, then the civilized society in 
which we live, with its present laws and cus- 
toms, with the rights they recognize, aud the 
machinery of jurisprudence to define and en- 
force them, is an anachronism,for all these 
have lost their place in the convictions and af- 
fections of the people. The most momentous 
stage in every revolution is that which takes 
place silently in the popular mind and of 
which all that follows lu upturning institu- 
tions and reconstituting society is but the nec- 
essary sequence and expression. If the mass 
of our citizens think as these Commissioners 
think this first chief stage in a socialistic rev- 
olution is already far advanced and the trans- 
formation of our nineteenth century civiliza- 
tion into something widely different, and as 
yet wholly unimagined, is a process which 
cannot long be delayed. 

In reaching this conclusion it is not needful 
to question any of the assertions.of fact made 
by the report. True, these are challenged in 
many points by men who know the truth, and 
the labored and persistent effort in them to 
relieve from reproach the strikers, rioters, 
and friends of disorder, and to exhibit as un- 
wise or questionable every principa! step 
taken to oppose them, is the characteristic 
feature of the Commissioners’ statement. 
But the amazing nature of their reasoning is 
far more important. Admit the strict accu- 
racy, the absolute impartiality, of every as- 
sertion they have made, in general and in de- 
tail, and still the cone.usions they draw are 
such as no other tribunal in Christendom 
would have drawn, such as cin be entertained 
only by those who first reject the accepted 
principles of politica] economy and the entire 
doctrine of rights of remedies in our 
common law. 

Examples of Reasons ng. 


One or two examples of their method of 
reasoni will suffice, report shows 
clearly for about eight months prior to 
May 1, 1894, the Puilman company had kept 
its men at work on contracts for building 
cars which cost them, for material and labor 
at the yards, $52,069 more than they received 
for them, or 3.66 per cent. That is to say, 
for the sake of keeping its hands employed it 

paid them every dollar their labor ad ied to 
the value of the material used and $52.000 
besides. The company avowed its policy to 
make this sacrifice for the sake of ite work. 
men and asa public service. But the Com- 
missioners go out of their way to argue that 
the loss ia question was incurred for purely 
seifish reasons—** that its plant might not 
rust; that its competitors might not 9 
its territory ; that it might keep its cars in re- 
pair,’ etc. This entire argument on the com- 
pany’s motive is irrelevant. and is only intro- 
duced as a cover sage diversion to the extraot- 
dinary bit of logic whichit follows. The sub- 
stantial fact is that the company kept its men 
at work to its own direct loss of about $300 
each working day fer many months. Now 
the report com pares the aggregate wages paid 
during this time with the wages which would 
have been paid had the rates paid in the pre- 
ceding time of great prosperity and large 
profits been maintained. At the scale of 
wages in use up to June, 1893, the com- 
pany wou.d have paid during the eight 
mouths in question $60,000 more than it 

actually paid. What is the conclusion? 
8 mply that the company lost $52,000, but 
that its men lost $60.000, an unfair division 
of the loss! These practical economists de- 
liberately suggest that the company ought to 
have borne *‘ three-quarters: of the loss in- 
stead of less thana half. It ought to have 
paid wages to the amount of $32,000 more 
the loss of its workmen to 
$28,000. In other words, it is severely cen- 
sured tor having given its laborers a pure 
gratuity of 852.000 at a time when its entire 
capital was 84008. nothing because it did not 
give them 884 

Attack on Property Rights. 


What is the etate of mind of men who sign 
such a report? What are tha silent assump. 
tions which underije this reasoning? Simply 
that-the rights of property are not worthy of 
regard; that the trustees of the thousand or 
more investors who hold the stock of the Pull. 
man — 1 have no duty to these stock- 
holders which does not vanish before the sen- 
timental dictates of a fancilul charity; that 
the property of countless families may be 
given away by their agents without consult- 
ing the pmncipais. It is further assumed that 
the private business of corporations is in its 
nature a public~ eleemosynary institution, 
and the principles implied by the re. 
port would shame all honest labor into de- 
pendence and turn the face of in. 
dustry towards beggary. But, worst 
of all, the Commissioners parade in this argu- 
ment their utter indifference to the claims of 
the numberless laboring-men who in these 
times could find no employment and earn 
nothing. Thousands of them stood ready at 
all times to take the places of the strikers, 
and would have entered the workshops at the 
actual wages paid as a sort of paradise, Yet 
the unorganized voiceless multitude are 
forgotten, and the commission wou.d have 
the discontented group of the employed se- 
lected to be fed, clothed, and hou-ed at a rate 
far beyond the value of their work, by a 
forced ievy, primarily upon the stock hoiders. 
and thetefore ultimateiy upon the community 
at large, and especially upon the unem ployed. 
Thus the first principles of economical sei- 
ence are outraged by the assumptions of the 
repo 

— * the Commissioners. show that the 
American Railway Union violated its own 
constitution: first, by admitting the car- 
builders as members; secondly, by sustaining 
their clearly “ unjustifiable demand” for the 
wages of June, 1803; and thirdly, by pro- 
cla'ming a sy mpacnetic strike against the rail- 
roads, the commerce of the country, and the 
peace and weliare of the nation to enlorce this 
demand. They further make it clear that the 
union exercised no restraint upon its mem- 
bers in their acts of violence, but by its con- 
stitution and the acts of its leaders encouraged 
them to maay forms ot crime. But its elabo- 
rate comments on the admitted fucts throw 
ail the b ame for the resulting disorder and 
loss upon those who combined for no purpose 
but to restore order aad protect life and 

property. Proclaiming with emphasis that

MAKES DOLOBOUS PREDIOTIONS. 


Dr. Felix Boh on Engiand and the Com- 
ing International Thunder-Storm, 

New York Sun; In the current number of 
the Nineteenth Century a German student of 
international questions, Dr. Felix Boh, dis- 
cusses the dangers which threaten the far- 
scattered British agora te and suggests the 

recautions which he deems iy 
The periis are palpable enough, but there is 
little likelih that the most effective of the 
precautions named will M adopted, - 

Dr. Boh sees many indications that a ter- 
rible international thunder-storm is about to 
break over the roof of the British empire 
Ominous, in his eyes, are the lightning flashes 
from South Africa, Madagascar, and the 
Soudan; from India, Siam, and Afghanis- 
tan: from the Mediterranean and the Black 
Sea. England seems the predestined victim® 
of the tremendous changes which have taken 
place in the size and character of armies on 
the continent of Europe, and of the sweeping 
revolution in the methods of naval warfare. 
It is she whose maritime 2 the 
vital cord which binds her disjointed — 
ions, is menaced by the colossa: na val stron 
hoids of Toulon and Cronstadt, and by suc 
other naval stations, completed or in process 
of construction, as Biserta, Libau, and Via- 
divostock, 

How shall England face the coming tem- 
pest? One safeguard, indeed, she has already 
provided by 8 the great sum of 
$115,000,000 for a dditions to her navy. 
She is essailable, however, by land as well as 
sea. How is she to make head against assail- 
ants in land warfare so long as she adheres to 
the policy of political isolation and to the ex- 
ploded system of recruitment for her army? 
There has been of late a rumor that Lord 
Rosebery, pushing to extremes the leaning 
with which Mr. G.adstone was credited, ia ca- 
ressing the idea of a second Triple Alliance, 
in which Great Britain would join forces 
with Russia and France. No such | 
would be attainable except through 
gland's surrendering gratuitously in advance 
all. or nearly ail, that she might lose at the 
end ofa disastrous war. Every careful ob- 
server will concur in Dr. Boh’s opinion that 
for the British Government a coalition with 
Russia, her natural antagonist on the Bos- 
phorus and in Asia, ie im possible; and that no 
less out of the question isac close alliance 
with France, which has been made a bitter 
enemy by England’s colonial policy, as well 
as by her position in the Mediterranean, in 
Egypt. and in Southeast Africa. 

here, then, is Great Britain to find 
friends? Dr. Boh, as might be exnected, 
looks with sympathy on Lord Salisbury’s dis- 
position to contract intimate relations with 
the three central powers, But what is new 
and striking in the Nineteenth Century articie 
is the frank ceclaration that could 
not enter the existing Triple Alliance on 
equal terms. The central powers could not 
agree to help her with their armies in her 
hour of need, because, having herself 
no army worth 8 she could 
offer no equivalent stance. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Boh, the primary and essential 
condition of Great Britain’ 8 admission to the 
Triple Alliance is a drastic reconstruction of 
her military system by the substitution of 
universal conscription for recruitment. Then 
England might with propriety summon Ger- 
man soldiers to aid in the detense of her 
world-wide empire, because, if Germany in 
her turn were menaced, English Generals 
might play, under the altered conditions of 
European warfare, parts commensurate with 
tnose filled by Mar. borougu and Wellmgton. 

This, of course, is tantamount to saying 
that England can obtain no allies anywhere; 
that it is Carthage, and not Rome, to which 
she offers a close parallel; and that she is 
destined to be stripped of a great part of her 
outlying possessiuns when the storm breaks 
upon her. For, with their system of pariia- 
mentary government and the traditional se- 
curity of their insular position, Englishmen 
will vever submit to universal conscription. 
They would sooner lose their empire piece- 
meal, forgetting that the loss of their com- 
merce must foliow, that the decay of their 
navy would ensue, and that in the end they 
—— be threatened even in their island

SEQEDERS WILL REORGANIZE. 


Probable End of a Long-Continued and 
Bitter War of Bishops. 

Reapina, Pa., Nov. 26.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |— Delegates from all over Pen u- 
sylvania, representing the seceders from the 
original Christian Evangelical Association, will 
uttend the general conference of the pr —— 
new deromination to be organized at Na 
ville, III., Thursday. The establishment of 
the new denomination there, if successfully 
accomplished, will mark the close of the 
famous war of the Bishops, which has 
raged uninterruptedly over four years and has 
become Historic as perhaps the bit@rest quar- 
rel that ever disrupted a denomination in this 
country. Since October in pursuance to the 
decisions of civil courts 330 church buildings 
and parsonages, valued at $2,500,000, have 
been turned over to a co.tiparative handful of 
pastors and 3.000 people, owing aliegiance 
to the Esher-Buwman faction. The dispos- 
sessed Dubsite congregations in the mean- 
time have built over 300 new churches, The 
war of Bishops begau openiy in 1890, when 
Bishop Dubs was deposed from the episcopal 
office by atrial committee. Shortly after- 
ward Bishops Esher and Bowman were de- 
posed, and a struggle began for possession of 
the churches. The Dubsites won in the East 
but lost in the West. Until the recent Su- 
preme Court decisions in favor of the Bow- 
manites each faction has been ruled by a 
board of Bishops claiming to be the only 
true and authorized one. The Dubsite fac- 
tion at the Naperville meeting proposes to 
adopt a new name and organization.
